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Pulp. 


A new process for preparing wood for conver- 
sion into paper pulp consists in first cutting the 
wood into bolts about one inch less in length 
than the width of the grindstone used in its 
final reduction. It is then divided into slices 
about half an inch in thickness, using for this 
purpose a knife, such as is used in stave cutting 
machines, having a thick edge, and so ground 
and set as to bend and check the slice cut off 
and open it in as many places as possible, to 
allow of the easy penetration of the chemical 
liquors to all parts of the wood. In this opera- 
tion one side of the knife-edge is, as nearly as 
possible, parallel with the grain of the wood. 
The wood thus prepared is next placed in open 
or closed tubs or vats and steamed, with or 
without pressure, from two to four hours, the 
time varying somewhat according to the kind of 
wood under treatment and the kind of paper to 
be made. The water of condensation is then 
completely drawn off. The tub is then filled 
with a weak solution of caustic alkali and the 
wood is boiled for about forty-eight hours. For 
making a manilla or dry goods paper, from 
twenty-five to fifty pounds of soda ash for each 
cord of wood will be sufficient. If the wood is 
allowed to remain in the hot caustic liquor from 
four to seven days a better result will be ob- 
tained. The caustic liquor is then drawn off 
and the wood again steamed for from two to 
four hours, and during this stage of the process 
if hot water is allowed to flow over and through 
the wood the pulp made from it will be better in 
quality and lighter in color. The wood thus 
treated is finally reduced to pulp by the usual 
grinding process, and its subsequent treatment 
is the ordinary one. It has been found that 
when pine or other resinous wood is used, the 
resin and pitch in the wood are converted, by 
the action of the steam and caustic liquors, into 
a good sizing, and that no other size is required 
when the pulp is run into paper. 

The claims of this process are: First, subject- 
ing the wood to the action of a thick-edge knife, 
for the purpose of cutting the wood into thin 
slices, and bending, checking, and partially 
splitting and opening the same to the ready en- 
trance of the chemical solutions; second, steam- 
ing the wood thus prepared in open or closed 
vessels, with or without pressure, from two to 
four hours, and then drawing off the water of 
condensation; third, boiling the wood in a weak 
solution of caustic alkali for forty-eight hours, 
preferably allowing it to remain in the hot solu- 
tion from four to seven days before drawing off 
the liquor; fourth, removing the alkali and the 
dissolved resinous and agglutinating materials 
from the wood by again steaming it for from 
two to four hours, while hot water is allowed to 
flow upon and through it; fifth, grinding the 
wood into pulp and running it into paper by the 
ordinary methods. (239,041.) 
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Manufacture of Aluminous Cake. 








Heretofore a process has been described for 
precipitating iron from a crude solution of al- 
uminous sulphate by adding prussiate of potassa 
to the sulphate, thereby giving an insoluble 
prussiate of iron (Prussian blue), which may 
be separated from the alum solution by 
ordinary means. By this process it has invari- 
ably been found that the last trace of prussiate 
of iron is soluble in the alum solution, and when 
the solution is evaporated down, a blue product 
is produced, which is not free from iron, and 
therefore is unsalable. 

It has been found that if, after having made 
the aluminous solution, there is added, either be- 
fore or after filtration of the liquid from the in- 
soluble silica, &c., the yellow prussiate of po- 
tassa, preferably in slight excess—say four to 
four and a half parts of yellow prussiate of 
potassa for each part of peroxide of iron in so- 
lution—and then a small quantity of oxide of 
zine, metallic zinc, or zinc ore, such as silicate of 
zinc, carbonate of zinc, or even sulphuret of 
zinc or blende, the last trace of prussiate of iron 
is precipitated and the liquid becomes perfectly 
colorless and free of iron, and the clear solution 
yields, by proper evaporation, an alum-cake en- 
tirely free from iron, and which is useful where 
aluminous cake which contains only a little 
more than a trace of iron, cannot be used. Only 
a very small quantity of zinc is necessary, still 
there must be at least enough to precipitate all 
the excess of prussiate of potassa used, or a little 
more than one-third part of the excess of prus- 
siate of potassa used. Thus, if for each part of 
ferric oxide used there are added four to four 
and a half parts yellow prussiate of potassa, a 
little more than one-half part in excess, has been 
used, and one-sixth part oxide of zinc must then 








be added. If the zinc material used contains 
iron, care must be taken in also rendering this 
insoluble by prussiate of potassa. 

Metallic zinc has been used to reduce the iron 
in aluminous cake when the same has been made 
from bauxite, which contains iron in the state of 
the peroxide, but it is claimed that metallic 
zinc, its oxide, &c., as described, has never been 
used to remove the last traces of Prussian blue 
from an aluminous cake solution. Therefore 
this invention consists essentially in reducing 
the peroxide of iron toa state of Prussian blue 
and removing the last traces of this compound 
from the aluminous cake solution, or, in other 
words, the combination of the two steps to pro- 
duce an aluminous cake perfectly pure from iron. 
The claim is, therefore, for a process of purify- 
ing a ferruginous aluminous solution, which con- 
sists in precipitating the iron of the Prussian blue 
remaining in the last portions of the aluminous 
liquor to which yellow prussiate of potassa had 
been previously added, by treating that liquor 
by adding thereto metallic zinc, oxide of zinc, 


or zine ore. (240,597.) 
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Melice Grass Fibre. 





An English writer (W. Smith) proposes to 
utilize what is known as melic grass as a paper 
making fibre, and seems to regard it as a valu- 
able accession to the resources of the paper mak- 
ers of the United Kingdom. In arecent communi- 
cation to an English paper, Mr. Smith says: 


The botanical name of melic grass is Molinia 
Cerulea. The natural habitat of this grass or 
sedge appears to be bog, though it is sometimes 
found on clay land. It is easily distinguished 
by the seed stems and by the absence of knots 
on these stems, except one close ‘to the root. It 
grows in tufts, or rather mats, sometimes of 
considerable size, on the margin of bogs or sides 
of bog drains, ditches, and where the surface of 
bogs has been dug up, or in some way deprived 
of its natural growth of heath, &c. 

It isasa paper making material and a rival 
of esparto, to which it bears some resemblance, 
that the melic grass promises to be of commer- 
cial importance. A sample of paper exhibited 
before the Royal Dublin Society has been made 
solely from the grass gathered this year on the 
bogs at Tyaquin, in the county Galway, on the 
estate of N. S. Richardson, who has made some 
experiments in cultivating the grass from seed. 
Last year Mr. Richardson sent me some of the 
grass, which I tested as to its paper making 
qualities; and, though the quantity sent was 
small, and the trial was the first ever made, the 
result was so favorable that several Galway 
gentlemen joined Mr. Richardson in experiment- 
ing on the best method of growing the grass. 
The information obtained from these trials and 
from observation of its natural habit, is that the 
grass grows well on partially drained bog, that 
when by accident or design the surface of 
the bog had been burned, there the grass 
was most luxuriant—in some cases spring- 
ing up after a fire in places where it had 
not previously been observed. It seems to 
confine itself to flat bogs, as I have not found it, 
nor have I met any one who has seen it growing 
on mountain bogs. I have found it growing 
luxuriantly in the counties Galway, Roscom- 
mon, Kings, Kildare and Fermanagh, and have 
received samples from Kerry and Donegal; so 
that it is probable the grass will be found more 
or less in all the flat bog districts of the country. 
It is said to have been formerly used in the 
island of Skye for the manufacture of fishing 
nets. It is now used in Kerry for making creel 
handles, and is locally known as fedget grass. 
From the trials already made, both in quality 
and yield of paper, the grass appears at least 
equal to Spanish and Algerian esparto. Two 
independent trials—one in Scotland—are now in 
progress, which I have no doubt will confirm 
the favorable results already arrived at. 

There are in Ireland upwards of 1,000,000 
acres of flat bog, at present useless for any agri- 
cultural purpose. The entire of this area might 
be made to grow “Irish esparto.” Mr. Richard- 
son estimates the yield to be about half a ton to 
the statute acre if grown as a crop; and, there- 
fore, to supply the English market, some 400,- 
000 acres of what is at present a wet spongy 
mass would require to be drained. One obstacle 
to the drainage of bogs has hitherto been that 
there was no known crop of any value which 
could be grown on partially drained bog. The 
melic grass, which is a perennial, supplies this 
want, and there is now noreason why a large 
portion of these worse than useless bogs should 
not be drained, and the climate not only of their 
own immediate neighborhood, but also of the 
country in general, be improved. As the value 
of the grass ata railway station, canal, or sea- 
port would be at least £3 per ton, its cultivation 
is worth the attention of bog owners, and of ex- 
ceptional assistance from government, by loans 
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for drainage through the Board of Works, at 
the lowest possible rate of interest. The cost of 
draining 400,000 acres, so that they might grow 
melic grass, would not amount to one million 
sterling, as the partial drainage of deep bog, 
sufficient to prevent the accumulation of stag- 
nant water on the surface, is comparatively an 
easy matter. 

Machine for Making Paper Pulp from 

Wood. 


In this machine a series of hard metal pins are 
placed in rows in such a manner that two or 
more rows will make a continuous cut. The 
pins project from a surface or groove which is 
depressed below the general level of the disk or 
cylinder which carries them, and are adapted to 
scrape off the fibres of the wood in small par- 
ticles or pulp, while the depression allows the 
pulp to be carried away from the cutting face of

the pins as fast as produced. A suitable frame 
or guides hold the wooden blocks, and a scraper 
behind each set of pins cleans the blocks of 
clinging fibres, so that the solid wood will be 
clear to be operated upon by the next set of 
pins. The disk or cylinder revolves in a chamber 
containing water, by which the pulp is carried 
off, and from this chamber the pulp may be re- 
moved through the proper openings. 

In the illustration the invention is shown as 
applied to a disk, A, which is mounted upon the 
upper end of a vertical shaft, B, driven by 
the belt pulley, C, so that the disk revolves in a 
horizontal plane. The upper surface of this disk 
has channels D cut from near the centre to the 
circumference, the bottom of these channels 
being below the level of the disk surface, and 
pins E are secured in these channels in rows, 
which so alternate with each other that when 
the disk is rotated their upper ends will sweep over 
the whole surface of anything brought into con- 
tact with them, thus making a continuous cut. 
These pins are hardened sufficiently, and their 
upper ends are flush with or a little above the 
surface of the disk, according to the texture of 
the pulp required. 

Behind the pins, at the edge of each channel, 
is a scraper, which prevents the clinging fibres 
from remaining attached to the block, and thus 
preventing the block from coming in contact 
with the next set of pins. The channels are of 
sufficient depth to receive the pulp as it is 
formed, and it is thus removed from the cutting 
faces of the pins. It is then carried out of the 
depression by water, which may be introduced 
through a pipe at the centre of the disk. The 
disk revolves within a surrounding chamber, G, 
of slightly greater depth than that of the disk, 
and this chamber receives the pulp as it is dis- 
charged from the depressions or grooves. From 
the chamber it is discharged through a suitable 
opening or openings, H. 

The blocks of wood from which the pulp is 
made are held in guides, I, which form a frame 
supported above the disk. Any pressure may 
be employed to keep the blocks in contact with 
the disk, which is revolved at a high speed, and 
the projecting pins will remove the substance of 
the block in minute fibres and form a pulp. 

It will be seen that the channels may also be 
cut in the face of a cylinder, and provided with 
pins and scrapers in a similar manner to those 
in the disk, and the cylinder may be revolved in 
a water chamber. The blocks of wood are 
pressed against the cylinder in the same manner 
as with the disk and with a similar result. 

The groove or channel with 





knives or pins is of the greatest importance, as | 
it prevents the clogging which would otherwise 

take place. A cylinder with grooves across its | 
face and having one edge which will cut will | 
not do the work, as each groove will become | 


useless. The channel or groove must be of suf- 
ficient width and depth and the pins or scrapers 
so placed that the cutting face or edge will be 
cleared as fast as the pulp is formed. 

The features of novelty for which a claim is 
made on this machine are: 1. In a wood-grind- 
ing machine the revolving disk or surface A, 
having channels D formed below the surface, 
and provided with pins E placed in alternate 
rows, the pins acting to cut away an opposing 
surface, while the resulting pulp is carried off by 
the channel. 2. The revolving disk or surface 
A, with its channels D and pins E, in combina- 
tion with the scrapers. (233,105.) 





Manufacture of Sulphate of Alumina. 





Sulphate of alumina, or aluminous cake, bas 
heretofore been manufactured from silicates of 
alumina by roasting the raw silicate and then 
treating this roasted silicate with sulphuric 
acid. 

A lately patented process consists in dispens- 
ing with this roasting, substituting therefor a 
process of grinding and bolting and decomposing 
the silicate, and it further consists in using hy- 
drate of alumina in combination with the sul- 
phuric acid, to effect the decomposition of the 
silicate. It is proposed to use the silicates of 
alumina, now known as “‘halloysites,” or, from 
the fact that they are found in Indiana, as ‘‘In- 
dianaites,” and which are peculiarly adapted to 
this treatment. 

The Indianaite or halloysite is first dried and 
then ground to a fine flour, and then thoroughly 
bolted. The bolted flour is then mixed, in a suit- 
able vessel, with sulphuric acid. To this mixt- 
ure of flour and acid add hydrate of alumina, 
upon which the action of the acid is very violent, 
generating a heat of usually about 240° Fahren- 
heit, and thoroughly decomposing the halloysite. 
After the hydrate is added to the halloysite and 
the acid, the mixture begins to boil spontaneous- 
ly, and the contents of the vessel are actively 
stirred until the mass begins to thicken, when it 
is run through a gate provided in the bottom of 
the vessel into a suitable receptacle, in which it 
cools, giving as a resultant product a homo- 
geneous and neutra! sulphate of alumina. When 
cold it is ground up, and it is then ready for use 
or for shipment in barrels or other packages. 

The requisite proportions of sulphuric acid 
and of hydrate of alumina will vary with the 
quality of the silicate, and the following is the 
formula for halloysite containing about thirty- 
six per cent. of alumina, this being about the 
average quality of Indianaite or Indiana halloy- 
site: To one hundred pounds of such halloysite, 
after it has been ground and bolted, add the 
equivalent of one hundred and forty-eight 
pounds of hydrated sulphuric acid, and to this 
quantity of halloysite and acid add forty pounds 
of hydrate of alumina, which should contain 
about forty per cent., or sixteen pounds of 
alumina. These proportions may be varied 
more or less, so long as the alumina contained 
in the halloysite and in the hydrate of alumina 
together shall be in such proportion to the acid 
that the alumina and the acid will form a neu- 
tral salt. From this instance it will be readily 
understood that the richer the halloysite is in 
alumina the less hydrate will be requisite, and 
the poorer the halloysite the more hydrate will 
be essential. The claims cover: 1. The process 
of manufacturing sulphate of alumina by grind- 
ing and bolting the halloysite and treating the 
ground and bolted halloysite with sulphuric acid 
and hydrate of alumina. 2. The method of pro- 
ducing sulphate of alumina by combining hy- 
drate of alumina with a mixture of halloysite 
and sulphuric acid, thereby producing spontane- 
ous ebullition and decomposing the halloysite.

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Paint in Construction. 





In building it is customary to apply washes 
or paints to prevent deterioration and also for 
ornamental purposes. These coatings generally 
consists of solids, ground in a suitable vehicle or 
menstruum. The vehicles usually employed are 
water, glue size, soluble silicate of potash 
(water glass), or oils, as linseed, nut, poppy oil, 
or fish oil of various kinds. Substances which 
are applied in aqueous solutions are known as 
washes, aud those in which the solid is dissolved 
in other media than water, or ground in oil, are 
called varnishes or paints. The most common of 
the former class are whitewash, lime slacked in 
water, or whiting and glue size, clayey earths, 


| such as ochre held in suspension, or cement 
independent | 


washes. 

The advantages of washes are their cheapness 
and their durability, where heat is to be resisted. 
In locomotive smokestacks whitewash is found 
to answer much better than paint, as the latter 
blisters and cracks in this situation. Washes 
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ble body-color be produced of any shade. White- 
wash is an excellent preservative for timber, 

making it rot proof and also protecting it 

against the attacks of insects. The disad- 

vantages of ordinary whitewash are that it is 

soluble in water; hence, outbuildings, fences, 

etc., exposed to the weather, have to be re- 

washed every year, or oftener, if a nice white 

appearance is tobe preserved. Portland cement 

mixed thin is found to be very effective in pre- 

venting internal and external corrosion of boil- 
ers and is much used for this purpose. 

Paints to be good should embody the follow- 
ing qualities: They should remain unaffected by 
light, heat, cold, dust, steam, grease and sul- 
phurous vapors, and should possess the physical 
properties of hardness, flexibility, quickness of 
drying, and great covering power. Among the 
best bodies for producing whites are oxide of 
lead, paris white, oxide of zinc, sulphate of ba- 
ryta, asbestos, and impalpable silica; for reds— 
iron peroxide, antimony, vermilion (red oxide 
of mercury), and “red lead” (red oxide of lead) ; 
yellow—chromate of lead and ochre earths; 
blues—prussian blue and smalt; for blacks— 
lampblack, coal and asphaltum, and other resin- 
ous products; greens—carbonates and arseniates 
of copper. 

White lead is preferable to other whites for 
some purposes, but is not so good for others; it 
is improved by age, is blackened by sulphuretted 
hydrogen, and when heated becomes yellow, 
forming massicot. White zinc has 33 per cent. 
more covering power than lead, and is not black- 
ened by sulphuretted hydrogen; it is better 
adapted to painting on most metals, but is not 
quite so good a covering for wood. Baryta 
white is used extensively as an adulterant for 
white lead and white zinc; it has little covering 
power. A native variety, known as Tyrolese 
white, is a very effective paint. Sulphate of 
zinc is a yellowish-white material, used to adul- 
terate other whites; it does not blacken with sul- 
phuretted hydrogen, as the combination formed 
is white. 

Oxides of iron clay chalks are good protectives 
for iron work; they are much used for this pur- 
pose on steam pipes, as they are capable of re- 
sisting great heat. Red lead is largely employed 
in steam pipe joints to render them water tight. 
Prussian and smalt blue are the most common 
in use; cobalt blue is also much used, but is much 
more expensive; prussian blue is apt to be large- 
ly adulterated with starch. Yellow ochre is an 
iron clay—hydrate peroxide of iron with alu- 
minum base. Painters are sometimes troubled 
to make their paint stick to zinc; a mixture that 
will obviate this difficulty consists of one part of 
chloride of copper, one part of nitrate of cop- 
per, one part of sal ammoniac, sixty-four parts 
of water and one part of muriatic acid.

Mechanical Terms. 


The technical terms which are in use do not 
seem to be generally comprehended by the ma- 
jority of our mechanics and engineers, from the 
fact that a large number of terms are in use 
which mean one and the same thing. 

The distinction particularly between the terms 
force, power, and work, is not clearly under- 
stood. 

Dynamics is the seience of that branch of 
mechanics which treats of force in motion, power 
and work. It comprehends the action of all 
kinds of machinery, manual and animal labor, 
in transformation of physical work. 

Element is an essential principle which cannot 
be resolved into two or more different princi- 
ples. The simple physical elements of dynamics 
are force, velocity and time, and the functions 
of those elements are power, space and work. 

Function is any compound result or product of 
two or more different elements. 

A function is resolved by dividing it with one 
or more of its elements. 

Force is any action which can be expressed 
simply by weight, and which can be realized 
only by an equal amount of reaction, and is the 
first element in dynamics. 

All bodies in nature possess the incessant vir- 
tues of attracting and repelling one another, 
which action is recognized as force. 

Velocity is speed or rate of motion, and is the 
second element in dynamics. 

Time implies a continuous perception, recog- 
nized as duration, or that measured by a clock, 
and is the third element in dynamics. 

Power is the product of force and velocity; 
that is to say, a force multiplied by the velocity 
with which it is acting is the power in operation 
Power is the differential of work or any action 
which produces work, whether mental or phys- 
ical. Power multiplied by the time of action is 
work—work divided by time is power. 

Work is the product obtained by multiplying 
together the three simple elements force, veloc-

Trade in manufactured goods continues about 
as for the past few weeks, brisk and steady. 
Straw and coarse papers are in rather strong 
demand, and a ‘‘boom” is anticipated before the 
season closes, in the expectation of which deal- 
ers are buying and storing somewhat exten- 


j 


sively. 

Wells Brothers’ store, lately opened on Market 
street, presents a businesslike appearance, with 
teams arriving and departing all day long; as 
me of their neighbors remarked to me, “It is in- 
spiriting to do business opposite such a stirring 
house.” 

Some attention has been directed in the trade 
and other papers of late to the subject of stock 
packing. If the dealers would only see the fact, 
there is nothing of more vital importance to 
their prosperity and success. The “‘doctoring” 
of goods (i. e., covering bad stocks with fine) is 
by no means confined to the stock dealers; but 
among the latter it is said to be especially preva- 
lent in Chicago. I am sorry to say this; but if 
true—and it has been called to my notice fre- 
quently—it is simply my duty to do so; and if 
false, why, no one can be injured. Of course, 
there are plenty of honest and reliable houses in 
our city, and some of them have received fre- 
quent compliments from my pen; but I am told 
by dealers and buyers alike that discounts are 
often made by mills when purchasing stock in 
this city, and solely for the reason intimated. 
All honest dealers will unite with me in wishing 
such fraudulent practices unearthed, while those 
—if there be any—whom ‘“‘the shoe pinches” will 
possibly be led by this slight hint to remember 
that, in the long run, “‘honesty is the best policy,” 
and that covering a bale of dirty paper and 
pickings with a thin layer of clean “‘whites” 
doesn’t alter their quality in the slightest degree, 
while a bale of wet paper, though it may 
“catch” a sale once or twice, is going to ruin 
the seller’s chances for the future. 

Levi Dodge, of Constantine, Mich., is putting 
a number of the Link Belt Machinery Com- 
pany’s straw and pulp carriers into his mill. 

Your correspondent, ‘‘W. T.” of last week, in 
noticing the suggestion of ‘“‘ Improvement” to 
replace the stuff pump by elevators, thinks that 
trouble will be caused by the pulp adhering to 
the inner side of the belt, and finally clogging 
the pulley. ‘‘W. T.” may not have remembered 
the Link belt at the time. Let us hear what he 
thinks of that for the purpose. That is not 
likely to clog, and cannot ‘“‘slip on the pulley.” 
Then there is Caldwell’s conveyor, which has 
been used for the purpose, and, it is said, with 
good results. This requires no help. Will it 
work ? 

Geo. H. Taylor has lately arrived in town, re- 
freshed by his Eastern jaunt. Things are lively 
at his store.

Holyoke Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


HoLyoxce, Mass., June 16, 1881. 

Rain is still abundant. Almost every day we 
have either a steady drizzle or heavy showers, 
until the umbrella dealers are the happiest men 
in the community and straw hats are a drug in 
the market. The most frequent salutation is 
‘*Wet day,” and the reply, ‘‘ Yes, there will be 
no drought this year.” If all this water does not 
fill up the springs enough to prevent trouble 
with low water in the fall, we will all be mis- 
taken. The river is not full enough to do any 
damage now, but it has kept up very well. 

There is little interest manifested thus far in 
the coming annual meeting of the Paper Makers’ 
Association. It is universally conceded, as far 
as I have had the means of discovering, that the 
policy adopted last year of shutting down the 
mills half the time during July and August will 
not be recommended. As long as there is a pos- 
sibility of a drought to enforce the closing of the 
mills the business will not stop voluntarily. This 
fact, and the present crowding of every mill to 
its full capacity, the prospective opening of new 
mills, the state of the market and other indica- 
tions, all point to a surplus of manufactured 
stock in the not distant future. THe JOURNAL, 
therefore, is doing good service in urging paper 
makers to seek foreign markets for their goods, 
in order to prevent trouble at home. 

This subject of exporting paper ought to re- 
ceive proper attention at the meeting of the 
association, as no other question of any such im- 
portance is likely to come up. The schedule of 
prices will probably not be changed, for, al- 
though it is higher than the actual prices at 
which paper is now sold, it would be of little use 
to change it. The rag dealers begin to see a 
little brightening in the prospect, and hope for 
a rise, and there is undoubtedly a little stiffen- 
ing in prices and in the courage of the dealers. 

The Chemical Paper Company made nearly 
one hundred tons of paper last week, besides 
manufacturing a large proportion of the stock 
of which it was made. This company’s estab 
lishment is one of the wonders of the city, and 
all visiting paper makers, if they have time to 
see any of the sights, are taken down to South 
Holyoke to see it. The company is constantly 
increasing its facilities and improving its 
methods, and its full daily capacity will soon be 
at least twenty tons of paper, besides six or | 
seven tons each of chemical and ground wood | 
pulp used in the manufacture of the paper. The | 
same owners control the Connecticut River Pulp | 
Company, which makes chemical! pulp for other 
concerns; but that made at the new establish- 
ment is all used on the premises. 

The rain hinders outdoor work on the new 
mills. Some days the bricklayers stop work and 
begin again two or three times. But both wind 
and moon have now changed; and if the rapidly 
increasing tribe of weather prophets could only

be muzzled for a time, we might be tolerably | 
sure of some steadier weather. The brick | 
makers are tempted to scold a good deal at so 
much rain. It spoils lots of brick, and will 
make a short season and little higher prices. 

The National Blank Book Company and Clark 
W. Bryan’s new printing establishment have 
both begun business in the Water Power Com- 
pany’s big mills on Cabot street, but are not in 
full running order yet. 

Work is being pushed now on the Valley and 
Syms & Dudley paper mills. 

It is just announced that the Hartford and 
Connecticut Central Railroad will begin work in

a fortnight on the extension of the road from 
Hartford to this city. The delay has been 
caused by the action of some of the old bond- 
holders, put up to it by the opposition roads; but 
now the work will undoubtedly go on rapidly. 

The lumber company is now doing a big busi- 
ness at its steam saw mill, supplying lumber to 
most of the builders here and sending many car- 
loads South. 

The Water Power Company has graded and 
turfed in front of the Cabot street mill and is 
preparing the canal so as to let the water down 
to the new terminus. 

C. A. Crocker, of the Crocker Paper Com- 
pany, and Lucy H. McElwain were married 
to-day at the home of the bride, in West Spring- 
field. Miss McElwain is a niece of J. 8. McEl- 
wain, of the Parsons and Nonotuck Paper com- 
panies, and has been bookkeeper at the Valley 
mill, so that this is very thoroughly a paper 
wedding. 

The Hampden Glazed Paper and Card Com- 
pany is running its works by steam while a new 
water wheel is being put in. The company’s 
business is increasing in a very satisfactory way, 
the new superintendent, who took Mr. McGar- 
rett’s place, doing exceedingly well. 

The Water Power Company has re-elected its 
directors for another year, and they have re- 
elected W. A. Chase treasurer and agent. 

Three small buildings are being put up in the 
yard of the Wauregan Paper Mill to protect the 
hydrants and hose for the fire service. 

John Lovell, of the Chemical Paper Com- 
pany’s mill, and D. Smalley, another Holyoke 
paper maker, have gone to work for the North- 
ampton Paper Company. H.

| On an appeal, the General Term has affirmed the 
judgment, in a long opinion written by Judge 
Friedman, and concurred in by Chief Justice 
Sedgwick. 

There are doubtless many paper mills where 
the machinery is not sufficiently guarded; in fact, 
there are probably very few that are as thor- 
oughly protected in this respect as they should 
be, and where the liability to accident is not 
much greater than is ordinarily supposed. A 
number of years ago a man was suddenly killed 
in a millin which the writer was employed. The 
man was a sober, careful man, and his work 
called him to the same spot—a portion of the 
machinery to be oiled—daily for twenty years. 
No complaint had been made, and no one pre- 
vious to the accident considered it a dangerous 
place; but attention being called to it in so seri- 
ous a manner, the danger was realized. This 
accident led to a careful examination of every 
part of the mill, and every place where any lia- 
bility to accident seemed possible was carefully 
protected. Persons having charge of machinery 
cannot be too careful in this particular, as em- 
ployees, as a rule, are heedless in regard to such 
danger. 

Since writing the above the following para- 
graph came under my observation in one of the 
daily papers: 

Leominster, April 26, 1881.—This afternoon a twelve 
year old daughter of Charles Black, employed in the 
woolen mill of E. M. Rockwell, got caught in the 
carding machinery, and was drawn in head first as 
far as the waist, when the machine clogged and 
threw the belt off. The girl was killed and her body 
was shockingly mutilated, being pressed down very 
thin. 

Is it right to send little children to work among 
dangerous machines, where perpetual vigilance 
is the price of safety ? Childhood is proverbially 
thoughtless. To impose care upon children un- 
der such fearful penalty as mutilation for life is 
cruel. Will humanity ever assert itself in 
this country and unite in some legalized pro-

Drying by Exhaust Steam—Engine for} Changes, Removals and New Firms.

To the Editor of The Journal: 

Exhaust steam of any pressure above that of 
the atmosphere may be used for drying paper, 
but the back pressure will be greatest with low 
steam. Steam used for motive power should have 
sufficient tension to do its work easily, and then 
get out of the way without waiting to be drawn 
out, or kicked out. 

The size of engine required, of course, depends 
on the steam pressure you can give it. My own

The Work of an Assignee. 


As stated in THE JoURNAL last week, the 
Frank Leslie assignment has been finally dis- 
posed of and the assignee discharged. When 
Mr. Leslie failed on September 8, 1877, he made 
an assignment to Isaac W. England, and his 
schedule when filed showed an indebtedness of 
$336,144, with nominal assets of $230,308 and 
actual assets of only $75,166. Mr. Leslie con- 
cluded an agreement with his creditors, by 
which five of their number were constituted 
trustees for a term of three years, the business 
to be continued and carried on under their super- 
vision, it being understood that the assignee 
would co-operate in the management. At that 
time it was arranged that the creditors should 
receive 80 per cent. of the net profits of the 
business during the term mentioned. This, it 
was expected would nearly, if not quite, pay 
their claims in full. Differences subsequently 
arising between the creditors, the entire manage- 
ment of the business was thrown upon Mr. Eng- 





| land, the creditors agreeing to compromise their 


claims at 55 per cent. The final order discharg- 
ing the assignee marks the close of this trust and 
the settlement of the estate, which now passes 
into the hands of Mr. Leslie’s executrix, free of 
these claims and so enhanced in value that it is 
estimated to be worth at least $500,000. This is 
a remarkable instance of how an insolvent es-

Meeting of the Stationery and Book 
Trade of the Northwest. 


A convention of stationers and booksellers of 
the Northwest was held at Chicago last week to 
consider measures for preventing the cutting of 
prices and for securing the co-operation of manu- 
facturers and publishers in protecting the re- 
tailers. There was a large representation of the 
trade and a permanent association was formed 
under the title of the Northwestern Booksellers’ 
and Stationers’ Association, with H. H. West 
president; G. B. Grosvenor vice president; True 
S. White secretary and treasurer, and A. C. 
McClurg, D. D. Merrill, V. M. Coryell, 8. P. 
Bowen, and H. Shepard Executive Committee. 
After the convention an elegant banquet was 
given to the visitors by the Chicago Stationers’ 

3oard of Trade. Among the speeches made on 

this occasion was one by Howard Lockwood, 
publisher of THE PapeR TRADE JOURNAL and 
proprietor of the Lockwood Press, in response to 
the toast ‘‘Trade Journals.” Among other things 
Mr. Lockwood said: 


Trade journalism is not generally understood or 
appreciated even by those most interested. There 
are many who, for reasons of their own, openly wage 
war on trade journals. For the purposes of certain 
parties the trade paper tells too much and tells it 
too early and too often. There are merchants, now 
in business in this age of progress, who would like to 
see railroads destroyed, ocean cables torn up, tele- 
graph wires pulled down, steamships sent to the 
bottom of the ocean—and trade papers suspended 
for alltime. It may be readily understood why the 
introduction of such papers did, for the time being, 
cause some disturbance in commercial circles. But 
they have come to stay and there is no reason why 
all classes of merchants should not adapt themselves 
to the new order of things. Hundreds of cases could 
be instanced to prove that, in every line of trade, 
commerce or finance, in which first-class trade or 
commercial journals are published, their first intro- 
duction, in many instances, brought about many 
radical changes in the methods and ways of purchas- 
ing and selling goods, and that such influence is still 
exerted, and that in all cases the changes brought 
the greatest good to the greatest number. Trade 
journalism, treating, as it does, the most important 
interests that can possibly affect the material prog- 
ress of our mercantile and manufacturing classes 
and eschewing all other distracting and irrelevant 
subjects, is the highest and best degree of journalism, 
inasmuch as it is the most practical and utilitarian. 
There is another claim for the trade journal, and in this 
instance it relates to one class of trade papers, which 
have carried the name and fame of American goods 
and American products to the four quarters of the 
globe. No local paper of any kind ever has had a 
hand in this great work, or, for that matter, ever 
could. This great triumph is one belonging solely 
and purely to special journalism. And further, the 
country little knows or appreciates to-day the im- 
portance of this movement toward opening up 
abroad markets for our present and growing surplus. 
In the great work of association, the trade press 
has had its influence, and in many cases made as 
sociation possible. When we consider how neces- 
sary it is to form public opinion and trade opinion, 
prior to obtaining the co-operation of the masses with 
the labor of a few leading and active workers, who 
usually inaugurate these movements, there seems no 
need to argue that the trade paper which gives 
voice to the views of the few. and carries the tidings 
far and wide, performs a work that could not have 
been easily done in any other way.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket worked smoothly and the majority of loans 
on pledge of stock and government collateral 
were effected at 2@4 per cent.

The stock market has betrayed a bullish feel- 
ing, especially as regards the leading railway 


shares; but the fluctuations were, as a rule, con- | 


fined within comparatively narrow limits. 
Government bonds, which were rather weak 
and irregular at the close of last week, have 
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freely of the low-priced issues, to be used as a 
basis for new circulation. In the late transac- 
tions there was also a brisk movement in the 4s, 
which are a favorite form of investment, 
owing to the length of time the bonds have to 
run. 

Railway bonds have been moderately dealt 
in, and prices have been subject to no very wide 
fluctuations. 

Foreign exchange has ruled steady on a light 
demand and supply. The season now seems too 
far advanced to look for much, if any, higher 
rates for bills, and a decline similar to that which 
took place a year ago is by no means improbable.

THE PAPER TRADE. — The distributive 
movement in paper is, so far, ahead of the usual 
June average. This may be accounted for partly 
by the fact that the comparatively light trade 
during the spring months has extended the de- 
mand beyond the usual limit of thespring season 
proper. The low prices of paper-making ma- 
terials produced by the late quietude, which has 
almost bordered on to depression, form a favora- 
ble basis for a remunerative and satisfactory 
business to the manufacturer. Fine Book and 
Writings appear to be the only grades in which 
the demand keeps very close to the production, 
and in which prices show any great amount of 
firmness. Even Tissue Manillas, which have 
shown such an encouraging trade for the past 
eight months, have now lapsed into a dormant 
condition, and some manufacturers are accumu- 
lating their product. There is only a moderate 
amount of business doing in Straw Wrappings; 
and notwithstanding that the Eastern manufact- 
urers have a fixed schedule of prices, considera- 
ble cutting in rates is indulged in, and values 
are to some extent merely nominal. It is said 
that a prominent member of the Eastern Straw 
Wrapping Association who took an active in- 
terest in fixing its recent schedule of prices, 
made a sale of 10,000 reams of paper at 2c. per 
ream below the schedule rates inside of a week 
after the rates were agreed upon. The straw 
wrapping mills will close down for thirty days, 
beginning with July 1, in accordance with the 
decision of the Executive Committee which met 
here a few days ago. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market continues quiet 
but steady. The sales reported during the weck 
aggregate about 1,000 bales bagging and paper 
quality, at 23{c. for the latter and 3c. for the 
former. There were no arrivals either here or 
at Boston during the week. A ‘fire which cc- 
curred at Pierrepont’s stores, Brooklyn, : n Wed- 
nesday, damaged about 5,500 bales, all of which 
were owned by speculators. This fire, together 
with the advices from Calcutta of higher 
freights, has strengthened the market a little, 
although prices are no higher than last week. 
The market at Boston is quoted a trifle under 
that here. 


WOOD PULP.—There is a continued good de- 
mand for Spruce, while Poplar moves slowly. 
Prices are unchanged and quoted as last week. 
Chemical Fibre finds ready sale within the range 
of 44¢@5c. for bleached, and 3!¢@4c. for un- 
bleached, according to quality. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Business in foreign stock is generally reported 
as being extremely dull this week. There have 
been no large transactions, such as those we 
noted last week—in fact, the market has scarcely 
recovered from the effect produced by those 
sales, particularly Linens. Importers can only 
bide the time when such lots as these which have 
been pressed upon the market and sold at a 
sacrifice have been cleared out. The supply of 
good Linens on the spot is much smaller than 
many are led to believe, and it is quite certain 
that none are coming in unless on order. The 
shutting down by the Water Power Company at 
Holyoke for the first week in July is reflected on 
the paper stock market by a lessened demand, 
which has been felt throughout the trade this 
week. In our report of the sale of 8S. P. F. Lin- 
ens last weék we overstated the quantity a little, 
and the price should have been 4 1-l6c. instead 
of 4c., as stated; otherwise it was correct in 
every particular. In connection with that sale, 
we hear of an offer of 4‘<c. having been made 
and refused for 500 tons Russian 8.

COAL.—Business in Anthracite coal continues 
of avery unsatisfactory character, so far as the 
seller is concerned. Buyers refuse to operate 
largely, being influenced to this policy by the 
presence of an excessive stock and a production 
much greater than the consumptive require- 
ments of the country make necessary. Holders 
as a rule are free sellers, and occasionally con- 
cede a fraction in the hope of effecting a sale. 
Bituminous is selling slowly, but prices appear 
rather steadier. Saward’s Coal Trade Journal 
says: “Since our last edition the prevailing tone 
of the Anthracite coal trade, at wholesale, has 
been that of firmness; the dealers and operators 
report that there are more orders being received 
and it has been possible to facilitate shipments 
from a better supply of transportation. Is this 
improvement transitory, or will it continue / 
This is the question which engrosses the atten- 
tion of the operators. The ‘bears’ say that be- 
fore the month is out, we shall have mined too 
great a quantity of coal, and the price will suf- 
fer therefrom. In almost the same breath 
they admit that if we can get over the next 
fortnight without a break, then the market is 
all right for the balance of the season. On the 
other side there is a very confident tone, and a 
strong feeling—or hope—that we have gotten 
over the hardest part of the year; that with 
the market continually strengthened through 
the restrictive policy, the supply will not be 
greater than the demand, and that prices will 
not go below what they are at present. Clear- 
field shows no new features, and the tonnage 
that is mined takes care of the orders received, 
without the annoying delays noticed some time 
since.” Quotations of Lehigh coal at Port Jobn- 
son are: Lump, $4.40; Egg, $4.35; Stove, $4.25, 
and Chestnut, $4 Lackawanna is $3.00 for 


Lump, $4.05 for Egg, $4.20 for Stove, and #4 
for Chestnut.

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| Tractive Foree of Smooth-Faced Pulleys. 


In one set of experiments concerning the tract- 


ive force of smooth-faced pulleys, two pulleys 


| were made, one of soft maple and the other of 


iron, both highly finished; each 17 inches in 
diameter, 6 inches face, and put up as shown in 
the figure. There is a double belt crank A, 
with two-foot arms, the iron pulley being jour- 
naled in its upper ends, having bearings 1'< 
inches diameter, 3 inches long, running in bab- 
bitt. The frame is hung on trunnions and balanced 
by the weight B. W and B are weight boxes. 
The pulley face I is rather wider than 6 inches, 
so that it may have a cord C running in a 
groove cut around it, with the centre of the cord 
just at the periphery. V is a driving pulley 
running watchwise, or from left to right. The 
pressure between the pulleys is determined by 
the weight W, the wooden pulley being set in 
motion, the other pulley will be rolled and the 
weight W raised. The pressure required to raise 
the weight being noted, then the pressure would 


Vv 





be noted which would hold the weight from slip- 
ping down. After these tests the frame was 
reversed, so that the weight in the pressure 
boxes would tend to separate the pulleys, which 
were connected by the 6-inch leather belt, and 
the experiments continued. It was found that 
the pressure required to raise the weight and 
that to raise it without slip, was greater in the 
case of the belted pulleys than in that of the 
friction pulleys; the pressures being, with a 
weight of 10 pounds raised, respectively 29 and 
33 pounds on the friction pulleys and 30 and 34 
on the belted; while with 180 pounds raised there 
were 538 and 561 pounds with the friction pull- 
eys and 592 and 731 with the belted. This shows 
that the friction wheels had greater traction 
than the belted pulleys; and that, while the ad- 
hesion falls off as the work increases, the friction 
imereases as the labor gets greater. As the work 
increases, the pressure required to just do the 
work increases in the case of the belts, while it 
remains about the same with the friction wheels.

The Chase “ Excelsior Jonval” Turbine. 





The ‘‘ Chase Wheel” has now stood the test of 
twenty-four years, having first been introduced 
by J. D. Chase & Sons (the original inventors), 
of West Concord, Vt., in 1855, and some of the 
wheels first manufactured by them are running 
now and have been in almost constant use since 
they were first putin. Although many and val- 
uable improvements have been made in the wheel 
from time to time, the strict ‘‘Jonval” principle 
has been retained; also the principle of entire 
simplicity ; so that now, while it is said to be one 
of the most powerful wheels in use, it is also 
thought to be one of, if not the, simplest. 

The wheel is made entirely of iron, the curb 
being made of boiler plate, and the other parts 
of cast iron. It is complete in itself, requiring 
no flume to be set in, and in fact, is the same 
as a flume wheel after the expense of a wrought 
iron flume has been incurred. The bridge-tree

which holds the step is perfectly adjustable in 


any direction, thus allowing the running part 
of the wheel to be adjusted to the stop-water 
so as to prevent all leakage or friction. The 
step on which the wheel rests is of a new and im- 
proved pattern, and it is said has never been 
known to burn or wear down, although it has 
been given six years’ trial. The wheel is com- 
plete in itself, requiring only a spout to connect 
it to the bulkhead, while it is as completely 
adapted to be set in a flume as any other wheel. 
The gates are turned at top and bottom, and 
planed perfectly true on the sides, and shut 
against planed iron stop-waters, which are per- 
fectly adjustable, thus insuring a water-tight and 
perfect-working gate. 

The manufacturers put forth the following 
claims as to the advantages of this wheel: 1. 


The wheel is complete in itself, and requires no 
flume (which often costs more than the wheel 
itself) to set in. 2. Perfect simplicity of construc- 
tion. 3. Not liable to break or get out of or- 
der. 4. It runs with a steady, even speed, 
in most situations requiring no governor, and 
will start with its full load. 5. The wheel, 
when doing its best work, runs at a higher rate 
of speed than most other wheels, thus making a 
great saving in connections. 6. The gate works 
quick and easy, and shuts perfectly tight. 7. It 
is not affected by back water except in loss of 
head. 8 It is not injured or obstructed by 
sticks, leaves, or anchor ice, and larger obstruc- 
tions will dono harm. 9%. When the gate is shut 
the wheel is free from water, so that it can be 
opened and any obstruction removed. 10, The 
water is admitted to the wheel in one solid body; 
consequently the full power of the water is re- 
ceived on the running wheel instead of being 
wasted by friction on guides or chutes.
